FOUGHT 


By his Majeſly King William, in the Year 1690, 
without Obſervation or Reflefion,

ING William lelt Kenſington the Fourth of Fune, 1690, took Shiping at 
Higblake the Twelfth, and on the Fourteenth, being Saturday, arrived 
at Carickfergus, about Four a Clock next Day. The King heard a Ser- 
A. mon, Preached by Dr. Rojſe, on Heb. 6. 11. Through Faith they Subdued 
Kingdoms. On Sunday the Twenty Second, in the Afternoon, . the King came to 
the Camp at Lowghbritland; the Weather was very dry and Windy, which made 
the Duſt very Troubleſome; but the King was no ſooner come but he was in 
the midſt of his Army, and Obſerved every Regiment very Critically, This 
pleaſed **the Soldiers mightily, and the King never lay out of the Camp during 
his ſtay in Ireland. | eg 

His Majeity loft no Time, but ſent Major General Scrawenmore with Five Hun- 
dred Horſe, to diſcover the Ways, and obſerve the Enemy. They returned the 
Twenty third; that Morning his Majeſfy with a Party of Horſe, went Four 
Miles beyond Newry, and returned at Night. At his coming back ſome brought 
him a- Paper to Sign, about fome Wine and other Things tor his Majeſty's own 
uſe, but he was diſſatified that all things for his Soldiers were not ſo ready as 
he defired, And with ſome heat proteſted, that he would rather Drink Water than bs 
Men ſhould want. 

The King was always upon Adion, obſerved the Country as he Rid along, and 
ordered the manner of Encamping himſelf, On Munday Morning his Majeſty 
had a great deal of Diſcourſe with the Prince, Duke Scomberg, the Duke ot Or- 
mond, &c. concerning the Enemies Army, he told them he was reſolved to ſee 
very ſoon what they were. 

His Majeſty Rid on to the Paſs at Old-Bridge, and ſtood upon the Bank within 
Muſquet ſhot of- ths Ford, to make Obſervations on the Enemies Camp and 
Poſture. -- This was the Place where his Majeſty reſolved to force his Way. After 
ſome time, his Majeſty Rid abour Two Hundred Yards farther upon che River, 
and whilſt his Army was Marching in, he alighted, ſat down on the Graſs and re- 
freſhed himſelf When his Majeſty was Mounted, and Riding the ſame way back, 
a Gunner of the Enemies fired a Piece, which killed Two Horſes and a Man, 
an Hundred Yards above where the King was, but immediately came a ſecond which 
bad almoft been a fatal one, for it grazed upon the Bank of the River, and in the riſing 
ſianted upon the King's Right Shoulder, rook out a piece of hu Coat, and tore the Skm 
«nd Fleſh, and afterwards broke the Head of a Gentleman's Piſtol.

ot farther, return'd the way he came, the Enemies Cannon firing on us © all the while, kill- 
ed two of the Guards and ſevcral Horſes, which made: the King give Order for 
his Horſe to draw a little backwards. | '£ 

The King went to change hs Coat and get bis Shoulder Dreſſed, and then Rid about 
to ſee his Army come in; about 8 or 9 at Night, the King called a Council of 
War, \where it was reſolved to pafs the River the next Day; Duke Scomberg at 
firſt oppoſed it, but ſeeing his Majeſty poſitive, he confented. Orders were gwen 
for every Manto beata Minutes Warning, with a Green-Bough in his Har, the 
Word was Weſtminſter. Hus . Majeſty was not Idle, but abow 12 a Click at Night, 
Rid with Torches quite through his Army. 

Tuesday, fuly 1. 1590, the Day of the Battle, bis Majeſty was almrft every where ; 
before the Adtion began he Rid between our Army and theirs with only one Dragoon. 

He paſſed the River with the Left-Wing of his Horſe, and thac with as much 
difficulty as any Body, for his Horſe was Bogg'd en the other ſide, and he was forced 
to alight, till a Gemleman help'd him to get his Horſe out. As ſoon as his Majeſty was 
got on the other ſide, he drew his Sword ( which yet was troubleſome to bim, bis Arm 
being ſtiff with the Wound be received the Day before) and Marched at the Head of 
bis Men before the Enemy, Our Horſe were forced to give Ground, though the 
King was with them. His Majefy then went to the Inniskillingers, and asked whar 
they would do for him ? And advanced before them : Their Officer told his Men 
who it was, ard what Honour was done them, Ar the Head of thoſe Men the 
King received the Enemies Fire, and then wheeling to the Letr, that his own Men 
might have Liberty ro Advance and Fire: They all wheel'd atter him, and re- 
treated an 1oo Yards, The King then went to the Leic, and put himſelf at the 
Head of ſome Dutch that were Advancing ; and the Inminski/lmg Men being ſenſible 
of their Miſtake, came up again, doing good Service. 

As tor his Majeſty, he choſe the Field, drew up his Army, gave the general 
Orders to his Officers, but a conſiderable part of the Orders being given co the 
Duke of Scomberg, the Death of him was a great diſadvantage. 

I dare not pretend to give his Majeſty the juſt Commendation his Meri forces 
from his Enemies; only this I am ſure of, he has not a Soul capable of Fear, 
or any thing below a Prince ; never had Army a better Opinion of a King, they 
only feared that he would Expoſe himfclf eoo far, they deſired ro ſtand berween 
him and Danger; but he put himſelf b2zwween him and that. Aay we long there- 
fore have ſuch a General in a King, and be not only Soldiers, but SubjetFs of all Profeſe 
ſions that love bim as well.
